Announcer says, “See the 
curving stem of the flower, now 
ridden by the drill team.” 

When head of Squad C reaches middle 
of field, he bears left and leads C and D 
squads into a circle, while A and B turn 
and return to circle outside C and D. 
Announcer: “Note how the leaves of the 

flower are now being formed 
in the pattern of the drill.” 

As A and B pass C and D, the latter 
two fall in to make again the A-B-C-D 
line, and all go toward end of the field. 

A-B-C-D go into a big circle, but leav- 
ing no more than a half-horse spacing 
between mounts 

At whistle blast, when A has com 
pleted circle, each squad leader checks 
his horse and others of squad come up 
alongside, inside him, as in diagram (5) 
Announcer says: “Now the petals of the 
flower are to be formed.” At second 
blast, squads pivot around inside horse, 
completely around so they are back at 
their original position. Without stop they 
go back into the big circle, and circle 
goes around once completely 

Wher squads have gone around in the 
big circle once completely, they back 
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into the squads position, as if for pivot. 
When whistle sounds, this time squads 
B and D pivot around the outside horse, 
while squads A and C pivot around the 
inside horse. When pivots have been 
completed, they form the big circle 
again, in A-B-C-D formation, and A leads 
into formation shown on diagram (7). 


The line goes into position in the way 
noted on the diagram. The horses should 
come into this position at a jog trot or 
the effect will look ragged. Announcer 
says: “Even the flower must have its 
thorn, which causes quick and unex- 
pected action. Watch the drill team.”

TRAIL RIDE CONFERENCE DISCUSSES 
ADVANTAGES OF NATIONAL ORGANIZATION 


At the invitation of the Concord-Mt 
Diablo Trail Ride Assn., representatives 
from the Calistoga Trail Ride Assn 
the Circle D Horsemen of Vacaville, the 
Placerville Ride and the Merced-Mari 
posa Horse Assn. met at the Concord 
Inn on March 26th to d'scuss the forma 
tion of a conference o° horse organiza 
tions that sponsor and conduct competi 
tive trail rides. With this group as a 
nucleus it is hoped that an American 
rail Ride conference or association 
will come into being 

With the Green Mountain Horse As 
sociation’s Woodstock Vermont ride, the 
grand-daddy of them all, on the 
coast and the Mt. Diablo Trail Ride on 
the west coast, truly an American Trail 
Ride conference could develop 

Generally, this association would try 
to standardize rules and regulations as 
to conduct of ride. Set up criteria and 
standards to make judging uniform 
throughout the country, provide a means 
for grading rides as to test of horse rid 
er, making it possible to determine a 
Working Trail Horse champion in the 
West, the middle states area and the 
East. And it is hoped someday to ar 
rive at an “All-American Champion 

The American Trail Horse Conference 
would work towards erasing the reserva 
tion some people have towards competi 
tive trail ride. This can be done by 
stressing the fact that the conference 
chartered rides in no way resemble a 
race or speed competition. They would 
be rides over a measured distance to be 
completed in a specified time limit with 
strict and close observation before, dur 
ing and after ride by competent judges 
and veterinarians. By doing this and by 
recommending minimum and maximum 
distances to be covered, it would be 
hoped the average rider with a reason- 
able amount of experience in condition 
ing and training would be able to start 
competing. It would be hoped that organ 
izations sponsoring major rides would 
also conduct junior rides and beginners

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‘Horse Boom Hits 
Lockeford - Clements’ 


By F. LELAND ELAM 


Horses and more horses—that's what 
the citizens of the twin communities ol 
Lockeford and Clements in Northeast 
ern San Joaquin County are seeing more 
of, and as one rancher who gets around 
the area a lot says. “I didn't know there 
were so many hors intil just recently 
We have always had two or three horse 
operations, but now we find them in 
ny lirection we go 

It is rather remarkable As near as 
this reporter could discover until three 
years ago there were but two horse 
ranches and a Shetland pony ranch in 
the area, but today there are a total of 

dozen that we were able to get track 
of. If one looks further into the hill 
country toward San Andreas and to the 
west of Lodi there are others, and from 
reports and skuttlebutt that is prevalent 
other horsemen are interested in the 
area 


The boom actually started in August 
1958. when. E. L. Corwin and his son 
moved their Quarter Horses from a 
Bakersfield mountain ranch and set 
them up on a part of the old La Lomita 
Ranch where William Patman had at 
one time raised both Standardbred and 
Thoroughbreds 


The Vista Verde Ranch, near the west- 
ern limits of Lockeford, reveals some 
of the basic reasons for horsemen com 
ing to the area. There is no spreading 
population around the town that rests 
at about a 200 foot elevation, has a 700 
population, and sets on the rolling upper 
tableland above the low lands of the 
Mokelumne River. Vista Verde pastures 
and farm yards are studded with valley 
and Live Oaks, and the grasses that 
form the pastures are lush and green 

Corwin, who features the great Quart 
ter Horse stud, J. B. King, says, “We 
selected the area because it is centrally 
located, there are good pastures, drain 
age is excellent, the country is beautiful 
with its many trecs, rive and rolling 
hills. and it ets us away from a big 
city area. vet place is Cluse enough to 
the valley cities that in reach them

A mile west of Vista Verde is the 
Big Seven Ranch of Mr. and Mrs. Mar- 
vel Harris who have two of the finest 
Quarter Horse studs in B Seven and 
Poco Dunrock, that there is anywhere 
They bought this 40 acre ranch, that had 
been handling beef cattle on irrigated 
pasture, in November of 1959, after 
driving 24,000 miles and looking in a 
100 mile circle from Rio Linda, and 
checking ranches in Arizona and South- 
ern California 

“This is fine pasture land,” says 
Harris. “Our acreage is in irrigated 
pasture except for the building area, 
and is mostly grasses with some clover 
Big Seven Ranch is on level land of 
the type that other farmers of this area 
find idea] for vineyards and orchards 
Last summer, besides the horses it car 
ried 100 head of cattle.” 

Harris, whose operation includes 
barns with 16 box stalls and six tie 
stalls, has 12 brood mares. Including 
fillys and colts there are 46 head of 
horses. The unusual situation where-in 
all 12 of their mares are in foal this 
spring has Mr. and Mrs. Harris think 
ing that their move from Rio Linda is 
the best step they have ever taken 

Horses from Big Seven are seen at 
many shows every year and the fact that 
there are five highways crossing the 
upper San Joaquin county area makes 
it easy to move out fast in any direction 
to horseshows. This is a primary point 
of consideration of nearly every horse 
man in the district 

Robert Koetitz, who owns horses for 
fun, and a real-estate man who has been 
instrumental in interesting horsemen 
in various properties, points out that 
San Joaquin County is also ideal from 
a tax point of view 

“Taxes are comparatively low because 
the county is unusually debt free,” he 
says. “There is a lack of special taxa 
tion district in the horse boom area 
Important to every horseman also is 
the fact that in San Joaquin County you 
do not find a lot of dirt roads. lor 
many years nearly every road in the 
county has been paved.” 

Swinging south out of Lockford and 
coursing toward Ripon is Jack Tone 
Road, and extending to the eastward is 
highway 12. Along this latter route, to 
the east of Clements which is four miles

To make a long story 
short, rodeo then, is a direct benefit 
to any city or town where it is held 
One of the finest examples of the 
fast growth of rodeo is the one that is 
put on by the firemen of San Jose 
larting out in 1955 their redeo has 
vrown in attendance each year. The 
Firemen’s Rodeo is held at the Santa 
Clara County Fairgrounds, the home of 
the million dollar rodeo plant 
However, the rodeo star was not al 
ways as shiny as today. In 1955 the out 
look for the rodeo was very dim. Five 
thousand people showed up to all three 
performances, and to see all the empty 
seats in the grandstand was enough to 
make the most ardent rodeo fan heart 
sick, This did not dampen the firemen’s 
spirits, they reorganized the planning of 
the rodeo and with the backing of local 
City and County officials, merchants 
and the earlier advertising of the forth 
coming rodeo (they had only two 
months to advertise in the ‘55 rodeo), 
the attendance has increased each year 
As a point in history, San Jose was 
the first capital of the state of Califor 
nia and is located in the Santa Clara 
Valley, nestled between the Coast Range 
on the west and the Mt. Hamilton Range 
on the east. It was there that the first 
rodeo was held in the late 1770's on the 
Rancho of Don Bruno Bernal, who in 
those days never branded less than 5,000 
head of cattle with the primary use of 
cattie in those days being for the tallow 
and hides, It was during branding time 
that the cowboys would get together 
and compete against one another, which 
was the forerunner of the present day 
rodeo. The rodeos at that time were held 
in the very same area as the Firemen’s 
Rodeo is held today. 
Today, however, the rodeo arena, 
grandstand are far unlike what they

Age Counts. Age of a horse is also 
significant. The most useful period of 
a horse's life is between the ages of 5 
and 8 years. A colt at birth usually has 
a few milk teeth and by seven months 
all of the milk teeth have developed 
By the time he is 3 years old, the two 
middle incisors in the upper and lower 
jaw have emerged. At four the inter 
mediate two incisors appear; at 5 all 
of the permanent incisors are in place 
and the horse is said to have a full 
mouth. In geldings and stallions the 
so-called bridle or wolf teeth occur in 
both the lower and upper jaw. These 
small teeth, sometimes found in mares, 

directly back of the corner in 
On the grinding surface of each 
incisor there appears a slight colored 
dentation known as a cup. As the horse 
grows older, these cups are worn off 
The middle incisors lose them at 6 
years of age, cups show plainly only in 
the outside pair at 7, and in an 8-year 
old mouth the cups are worn smooth 
In the young horse, the front and lower 
teeth almost meet at right angles. As 
the horse gets older this angle becomes 
more acute and the teeth become long 
er. Always inspect the mouth of a horse 
for defective teeth and for over/or 
undershot jaws.

is no such thing as a best 
breed. Top horses are found in all 
breeds. Usually horses that are well 
bred are more valuable than those with 
no particular breeding; but, a horse 


whose sire is a purebred and whose 
30 


mother is a high-grade animal is likely 
to be intelligent and useful, with a 
desirable conformation. This is not al- 
ways the case, but breeding of horses 
is just as important as in other lines of 
livestock 


Early Training. Training and man 
ners of the horse should also receive 
the buyer’s consideration. Like other 
animals, the horse remembers early 
training, and habits developed early in 
life are difficult to correct. Try to pick 
a horse whose trainer has a good repu 
tation. His horses are apt to have the 
proper manners and habits 


The horse should be sound in all re 
spects. Look for ringbone, a bony 
growth that appears between the ankle 
and top of the hoof or coronary band 
This blemish can be found on either 
the hind or front feet and may cause 
lameness that is difficult to correct 
Sidebones are similar to ringbone ex 
cept that the growth does not go clear 
around the foot. They, too, may cause 
lameness and occur on either the inside 
or outside of both the front and hind 
feet. The splint is found below the knee 
on the inside of the cannon bone. Un 
is close to the knee joint, this 
blemish is not very serious. In this 
position it may cause lameness. Occa 
sionally, splints may be located on the 
hind leg, but this is unusual 


The hind hock is a very important 
joint. In this area one might find sev 
eral blemishes that will result in un- 
soundness. Bone spavin occurs on the 
inside of the hind leg, bog spavin in 
the hock joint. A curb appears on the 
cannon bone of the back leg just be- 
low the hock 

Poll evil, caused by bruising of the 
head, is found directly back of the ears 
on top of the poll. This area is often 
inflamed, and one may find running 
sores discharging pus

in front of the withers. It too may be 
i running sore discharging pus 


Occasionally, a horse gets the point 
of his hip knocked down. This is known 
as a hip-shot horse. This condition does 
not injure the horse materially, but 
impair its looks. Other known 
blemishes are wind puffs, capped hocks 
and cocked ankles. If you are unfa 
miliar with these unsoundnesses and 
blemishes, have someone inspect the 
horse before you purchase him.

Check Proportion. Inspection for 
right conformation should start first on 
the feet and legs and then continue 
over the rest of the body. There is an 
old saying, “No feet, no horse.” The 
feet should be in proportion to the 
horse’s size. Small feet on large horses 
are not desirable or vice versa. The 
feet should be wide and deep at the 
heel. Narrow heels are usually an in- 
dication of unhealthy feet, while feet 
that are shallow at the heel are known 
as flat feet. Flat-footed horses are not 
sure-footed. 


The pastern, which is the bone from 
the ankle to the top of the hoof, should 
be moderately long with plenty of 
slope, yet strong. Horses with short, 
straight pasterns are often rough rid 
ing and generally become unsound. The 
cannon bone, between the ankle and 
knee, ought to be short, flat and clean 
A short cannon bone indicates that a 
horse has good action. The forearm, 
that part of the leg from the shoulder 
to the knee, should be heavily muscled 
both inside and out. The same is true 
for the part of the hind leg known as 
the gaskin. The more slope the shoul 
der has the better. This makes for easy 
riding. Generally speaking, horses with 
this type of conformation will have 
prominent withers and a short back 


The head size of the horse should be 
in proportion to the rest of the body 
Eyes should be large, prominent, and 
kind. There should be plenty of width 
between the eyes, and the distance 
from eyes to nostrils must not be too 
long. Large nostrils are considered de 
sirable. A moderately slender neck that 
blends in well with the shoulders is 
sought. The back must be short, and 
the rump level and long. Straight hind 
legs, not sickle hocked, accompany good 
conformation. The bottom line of the 
horse should be long and level, with 
plenty of depth in the flank. The action 
of the horse ought to be smooth and 
straight, snappy and yet not too high 
Horses that toe-in or paddle do not 
have proper action 


Know Habits. Bad habits occur in 
horses the same as in man. Among 
some of these are stall pulling. This 
can often be detected by the type of 
hajter and rope used. If it is heavier 
and stronger than usual, expect this 
habit. Horses that have straps buckled 
tightly around their throat latch are 
called cribbers. Energy consuming hab 
its are stall trotting and weaving 
Where the stall of the horse is marked 
with footprints and where the hind legs 
are skinned and injured, the animal 
may be a kicker. Some horses are herd 
bound or balky. It is difficult to ride 
such horses away from others. Head 
throwing is often associated with poor 
training. Such a horse has either been 
put into the bridle too soon or the 
hands of the trainer were too heavy 
The resu't of this is usually a poor 
mouth. Switch-tail horses fall in this 
same class 


It is often difficult to detect blind 
ness in horses. The eyes can be tested 
by making a fast motion in front of the 
horse with your hand or by leading him 
over some object in an area unknown 
to him. A windbroken horse can be 
tested by running him a short distance 
to test his wind for a roaring sound 


Horses that shy at objects may have 
poor eyesight or may have acquired 
this as a bad habit. 

Selecting horses is not an easy task. 
It requires a full knowledge of the 
anatomy of a horse and all of its func- 
tions. It takes this “know how,” coupled 
with experience in riding and handling 
horses, to do the job well.

ORIGIN AND DEVELOPMENT OF THE 


PARADE HORSE 


In the early days of California before 
the coming of the first Americans, the 
country was largely made up of vast 
grants of land owned by Spanish Dons 
who built fine haciendas, raised cattle 
and took a special pride in fine houses 
and their trappings 

Along with their vaqueros these 
cattle and land barons were probably 
as fine a group of horsemen as we have 
known and the breeding and training 
of their horses became a legend that 
has been passed down from generation 
to generation and still remains in the 
reined stock horses of California, which 
are found no place else 

From Mexico they brought silver to 
decorate thoir saddles and bridles, made 
the fine silver mounted bits, of which 
a very few remain today and dressed 
in colorful and elaborate costumes 
made an eye filling picture of horse 
and rider in which they took great 
pride 

As the years passed and the country 
became more settled these large hold- 
ings of land were broken up into many 
ranches and smaller parcels, but the 
teachings and customs of these superla- 
tive horsemen remained to be passed 
down to the horsemen of later years 
and to those of today

In the 1920's there was a revival of 
the custom of these early Californians 
to equip their horses with beautiful 
silver mounted outfits and to ride them 
in parades and fiestas. The annual 
Fiesta of Santa Barbara came into 
being, the Rancheros Visitadores was 
organized and with such men as Dwight 
Murphy, Sil Spu!ding, Jack Mitchell and 
others entering the picture there gradu 
ally developed enough of these beauti 
fully equipped horses to warrant classes 
for them in California horse shows, 
known as Parade Horse Classes. Marco 
Hellman in Los Angeles and those men 
tioned before were enthusiastic support- 
ers of this new kind of horse show com 
petition 

The horses, themselves, might be 
Palominos, Bays, Blacks or any color 
and any breed, so long as they carried 
themselves proudly, were well bridled 
and represented what history had 
taught us was a fair replica of the 
mounts and trappings of the early 
Spaniards 

The first sheriffs posses made their 
appearance and soon became a very 
beautiful part of parades and shows. 

Then all at once, it seemed probably 
stimulated by the moving picture, a de- 
sire suddenly developed all over the 


country to ride a western saddle, wear 
picturesque western clothes, buy fancy 
trappings and just go western. 

Parade classes began to make an ap 
pearance at horse shows all over the 
country, and horsemen tried by every 
means to outdo each other with the 
beauty of their horses and the elaborate 
ness of their tack. The making of silver 
mounted equipment became a big busi 
ness and some of the lavish silver 
mounted saddles, breast plates and 
bridles would, I am sure, have caused 
a blush on the face of those early Cali 
fornians, who started it all 

The next step was a change in the 
horse. No longer was the typical west 
ern Palomino, Pinto or solid color horse 
thought to be of sufficient quality to 
properly display the elaborate, and 
some of it over lavish, tack that had 
been manufactured and sold in prac 
tically every state, and so the Parade 
Horse exhibitors turned to the bred 
breed for the high action and quality 
that the situation demanded 

The Parade Horse rules were changed 
long feet, and weighted shoes were al 
lowed by the new rules to give the high 
prancing trot that is now demanded in 
horse shows, tail sets were used, hooves 
were painted and even made to sparkle 
and many other things used to develop 
what one sees today in a Parade Horse 
class 

Certainly these modern horses and 
outfits are a far cry from the old-time 
typically western ones, with what now 
seems modest silver mounted tack, but 
they have made, we all admit some of 
the most beautiful classes seen in the 
show ring and have become crown 
pleasing favorites 

I sometimes wonder if the exhibitors 
of today ever think or perhaps know 
that it all started many years ago, in 
California, by the great Spanish horse 
men who took such great pride in their 
horses, that they demanded that they 
be faultlessly bridled and trained and 
then ridden with what was then con 
sidered the colorful tack that their fine 
mounts were entitled to carry

The painting that adorns the front 
cover of this magazine is a splendid 
example of the authenticity of Hamp- 
ton’s work. This picture depicts the 
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Spanish Don in Alta. California (at 
that time under the rule of Spain) on 
his way to a wedding or fiesta. He is 
mounted on his small Spanish cow 
horse. His dress is authentic from his 
low crowned broad brimmed hat, called 
Poblanos, down to those big roweled 
spurs that dragged the ground with 
every step he took when dismounted. 
He wears the double “Capa” or Pancho 
as it was known to the uppercrust or 
higher society of his day. It was also 
called a “serape” by the lower class. 
On his legs he wears “Botos,” or heavy 
leather leggings. His trousers are the 
swankier button-down-the-side type 
This Vaquero represents strictly upper 
crust in his dress and is mounted ac 
cordingly. The bit in his horse’s mouth 
is hand forged iron and made to swivel 
with the end of the mouth bar. It has 
intricate designs in silver with the back- 
ground of old iron and is the Spanish 
spade type. The headstall or “Cabezado” 
is embellished with silver conchos and 
the reins of plaited rawhide. A “mecate” 
coiled on the near side at the forks 
are sometimes draped double around 
the horse’s neck and the popular 
“alamor” knot was used as a tie rope 
The “Bosalillo” or “boselle” as we 
know it, is the small hackamore-like 
nose band. The rider holds in his right 
hand a rawhide reata that was as 
much a part of him as his right arm. 
This about covers the full personal and 
horse accouterments of the California 
Vaquero on our cover

An invaluable addition to any west 
ern library is “Trails and Trials of a 
Texas Ranger written by William 
Warren Sterling, who dedicated his 
book “To every man whose devotion to 
duty has brought or will bring honor 
to that unique breed of men rhe 
Texas Rangers 

William Warren 
history of the Texas better 
than any man. He made some of that 
history himself during his years in the 
Ranger Service, and knew intimately 
the famous Ranger Captains who served 
before him He was born in Bell County 
in 1891, but much of his early life was 
spent in the border country. He had a 
fierce pride in A & M and gave the 
college credit for virtually everything 
he accomplished in his life. To Bill 
Sterling there was something very spe 
cial about being an Aggie 

\ big man, standing six feet four 
inches tall and weighing more than 
two hundred pounds, his book matches 
its author in size. Measuring seven by 
nine inches, and weighing three and a 
half pounds, the book is beautifully il 
lustrated and printed on fine grade 
paper. In the preface, the author states 
‘My endeavor here is to relate some of 
the unheralded deeds performed by 
good Rangers whose names seldom ap 
peared in print, but who lived and 
sometimes died upholding the best tra 
ditions of the Service.’ 

Texas Rangers often camped on the 
Sterling Ranch in the early days, and 
when they did young Sterling left the 
casa grande and camped with them. He 
spoke perfect Spanish and his familiar 
ity with the then trackless wilds of 
South Texas along the Rio Grande made 
him valuable as a scout for Texas 
Ranger Companies and also the U. §S 
Third Cavalry. This placed him in the 
position of already being a veteran 
Texas Ranger some years before he 
officially entered the service 

Later he became Captain of Com 
pany D, the last horseback Ranger Com 
pany. When Governor Ross Sterling (no 
relation (needed to appoint an adjutant 
general of Texas, the official then in 
full command of the Texas Rangers 
he looked no further than Captain Bill 
Sterling. Here was a hard-riding, fear 
less Ranger in the old tradition. An 
unremitting foe of graft and fraud in 
any form a man whose word was 
his bond. Perhaps uppermost in the 
Governor's mind was Captain Bill 
Sterling's intense love for the State of 
Texas 

Have you ever heard of the Bandit 
War? Most Americans haven't. Even 
people in North Texas were not greatly 
concerned about it at the time but 
then, North Texas is a long way from 
Cameron and Hadalgo Counties. That's 
where most of it happened.

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HACKAMORE 
TRAINING 
How to Set His Head 


By ED CONNELL 

Some trainers (and good ones, at 
that) prefer to start horses in the snaffle 
and after graduating from the snaffle, go 
directly into the spade bit, and other 
trainers quite as successfully employ 
only the hackamore and go from there 
into the spade bit with their finished 
bridle horses 

In the illustrations shown on this page 
I have shown head position in which I 
have started by putting a snaffle bit on 
them, followed by the hackamore 

After the hackamore has been ad- 
justed the colts should be checked up 
They should not be checked very tight 
at the start, just tight enough to pull 
their heads down a little; one rein should 
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be a little tighter than the other. They 
should be checked only for two hours 
at the start. 

If there is no bitting harness to use 
the reins can be run around the back of 
the cantle of the saddle and tied there 
The horse will begin to give to the bit 
or the hackamore in a little while 
Fig, 4.) 

The next day check them a little 
tichter and change sides on the short 
rein: leave them checked for three or 
iour hours. After three days of checking 
with the snaffle bit, do the same with the 
hackamore. A soft hackamore should be 
used and kept rather loose on the nose 
while checked. With either the snaffle 
bit or hackamore, they should not be 
checked so tight that they cannot tuck 
in their noses and get a little slack in 
the reins. 

The hackamore should be a soft one, 
wrapped on the sides with cloth, with a 
flat piece of leather slipped in between 
the wraps and the colt’s jaws, and tied 
there to keep from skinning his jaws. 
The nose band of the ha:kamore should 
be where the gristle of his nose enters 
the bony part of nose, making a slant 
down to the jaw knot of the hackamore. 
It should not be too high, or too low. 
There is more leverage when it is a little 
low.

The hackamore should be rather snug 
on the jaw, but not cinched down tight 
It is not good policy to skin the jaws, 
although a little skin off will not neces 
sarily spoil them, but they should not be 
kept sore 

The horse must give to the hackamore 
at all times in order to learn to work ac 
cording to the requirements of this kind 
of training. He becomes light to the 
hackamore when he gives to it. When he 
gives to it, he feels the hackamore when 
the reins are worked. If he did not feel 
it, he would not give to it. (See Fig. 7.) 

When he can be doubled easily, he 
will give to the hackamore, and will 
throw his hind feet under him a little 
when the rein is pulled on; also he will 
tuck in his nose a little with the easy 
pull. (See Fig. 8.) 

After the colt is started a most import 
ant thing to remember for the next four 
months is to fix head position. The 
checking at the start brought his nose 
down, and he must be handled carefully 
from now on to keep it down. The fin 
ished bridle horse should work with his 
nose down and tucked in, and if the 
colt’s nose goes up, it only has to come 
back down again in the bridle; it is bet 
ter to take time at the start, and keep 
his nose down where it belongs. (See 
Fig. 9.) 

If a horse has his whole head up in a 


rider's face, he cannot work the way he 
should because he will be out of position. 
\ horse’s natural head position is down, 
and when his nose goes up in the train 
ing process, it is caused by the .vay the 
reins are handled on his head 

It should be remembered that a steady 
pull on the reins, and pulling both reins 
even will make him throw his nose up as 
he gets the habit of reaching up with his 
nose, feeling for the steady pull, This 
will also make him bob his head up and 
down 

Tie-downs will keep a horse's head 
down while they are being used, but will 
not cure a horse of throwing his nose up 
as he gets used to the steady pull from a 
tie-down 

The important thing to teach a horse 
at the start is to tuck on the hackamore. 
or bit. Tucking enables the rider to keep 
its nose down through the training pro 
cess, and a rider can always go back to it 
later on if the nose starts to go up.

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Top Rail Talk

THE EXPANDING ACTIVITIES 
REACHING ALL SEGMENTS 
OF THE HORSE INDUSTRY 


While the largest part of the horse 
has no relation to politics, 
growth of breed associations, election 
economic trends, it is cer- 
tainly important to give a place to these 
activities as they affect breeds, for they 
do illustrate the scope and importance 
of the industry as a whole. Combined 
figures of the value of the horse indus- 
try in America are very sketchy, a fac- 
tor that this writer has long hoped 
would be remedied. For armed with 
definite information, we would then 
find, I am sure, we represent a much 
larger segment of the economy than is 
now recognized. Be that as it may, let’s 
get to some interesting facts that will 
be of help to each of you 

Weather in Denver was about as ideal 
for the National Western Stock Show 
as a person could ask for, in fact, if 
asked for, you probably wouldn't get it 
During the great show, there were 
many meetings, elections and serious 
discussions by officials of several dif- 
ferent breed associations 

But because of its phenomenal 
growth and influence on all the other 
breed activities, a partial report on the 
American Quarter Horse Association 
Convention seems an important guide 
we can use. The over-all growth is 
shown in the number of horses regis- 
tered, 197,049 at the end of 1960, show- 
ing an increase of 35,507 over 1959, 
making this the largest horse breed 
association in America by far. And 


| there were 33,069 transfers of owner- 


ship during 1960. Think of it, more 
horses changes hands during the year 
than were registered in the first 11 
years of the Association’s existence. 
Perhaps the transfers of ownership il- 
lustrate the strength, interest and 
health of the Quarter Horse industry, 
better than the number registered. It 
shows tremendous buying power—new 
owners 

And what of the people who are in- 
terested. There were representatives of 
every state, Canada and probably Ha- 
waii at the convention, cramming the 
large banquet hall at the Brown Palace 
Hotel to listen, learn and try to sell a 
few horses. Along this line, AQHA has 
developed the best educational program 
both for informing the delegates to 
the convention on the activities of the 
organization and on how to raise horses 
and help solve some problems of their 
business, of any breed association. Spe- 
cial talks by well informed people on 
breeding, economics, health, etc., cer- 
tainly deserve high praise. 

During 1960 there were 61 horses 
joined the ranks of AQHA Champion, a 
designation to show the superior at- 
tributes of horses in halter or breeding 
classes plus their abilities in perform- 


ance events. With the increased require 
ments in this category, it shows su 
perior training and selection of horses, 
which is one of the important factors in 
breed improvement. 

During 1960 there were 18,184 horses 
exhibited in approved shows, not to 
mention the large number of Quarter 
Horses competing in “open” or national 
horse shows, rodeos, racing, barrel rac- 
ing and other events outside association 
events. There were 6,189 horses exhib- 
ited in performance classes during the 
year, with over two-thirds of these com- 
peting in both halter and performance 
events. Some 12,000 horses were ex 
hibited in halter classes only. 

And what of racing? It too has 
shown the same unbelievable growth 
as the rest of the activities. During 
1960 1,584 recognized races were run, 
not to mention matched races, cutter 
races, etc., in many parts of the coun 
try. This figure is 159 short of the total 
number run in 1959, but pari-mutuel 
handle for 1960 was up 10% to a whop 
ping $41,064,800, and to owners went 
$1,752.256 in total purses, for the larg 
est amount in the history of Quarter 
Horse racing as compared to sore 
$146,398 distributed in 1949. And then 
too, there are some spectacular races 
in the offing the next two years with 
offerings estimated at $150,000 each in 
Futurities planned at Los Alamitos 
Race Course in California and at Rui 
doso Downs in New Mexico. 

This gives just a scant “honda’s eye 
view” of what the Quarter Horse in 
dustry has become in two decades. 
Other associations have all shown 
growth, many not so spectacular, but 
all illustrating that there are more peo- 
ple having fun with horses than ever 
before and many new breeders all over 
the country to help supply the needs of 
these buyers and new owners.

The Colorado Performance Horse 
Association, in its meeting of February 
the 9th, came to the following decisions 
regarding the rules and regulations of 
membership and activity: 

The Association accepts any resident, 
firm, or organization in the State of 
Colorado. The dues are $7.50 for 
Juniors (15 years and under) and 
$15.00 for Senior members 


Horses of any recognized breed are | 
accepted in the shows. The animals are 


to be identified by name, age and regis 
tration number. If not registered, iden 
tification will be made by name, age, 
description and a snapshot 

Sales or transfers of horses recorded 
with the Association must be reported 
to the Secretary 

To earn points, both rider and owner 
of the horse, must be members of the 
Association, but as the Association is 
planning extra entertainment events, in 


that case the attendance is open to the | 


public 

Under the Cutting Horse Contest the 
animals have been divided into three 
classes. The “Novice Class” is a rider 
who has not won over $100 in cutting 
may ride any horse. A Class “A” horse 
is a horse who has not won over $250 
Class “AA” is a horse who has not won 
over $500 in cutting. Class “AAA” is a 
horse who has not won over $1,000 in 
cutting. The responsibility of proof will 
rest upon the rider of the horse 

One person will be allowed to ride no 
more than two horses in the cutting 
contest up to and including the “A” 
class. The NCHA rules apply, however 
a novice horse may be entered in any 
cutting event 

In reining a novice horse is limited 
to two-year-old horses, hackamore or 
bit is optional. Junior horse, 3 and 4 
year-old horses, hackamore or bit 
optional, Senior horse, 5 years old and 
over, bit only 


The Children’s Training Class is | 


limited to 15 years and under. Riders 
in the Children’s Class are not required 


to compete on a registercd horse. Two 


children can not be entered in the 
same event using the same horse. At 
any particular show the horse which 
competes in the Children Training 
Class will not be eligible to compete in 
any other reining class under an adult 
rider 

Senior Reining shalj be open to all 
age riders and all breeds. The reining 
pattern shall be the same as the AQHA. 

Barrel races shall be divided by age 
For children, 15 years and under, and 
15 years and over. This would include 
teen-agers and adults. 

The judges for shows and contests 
will be selected by the show manage- 
ment or the Board of Directors. 

The results of any approved contest 
shall be forwarded, by the contest man- 
agement, to the Secretary of the Asso- 
ciation within five days.

Clements Rodeo and Horse Show last

the town. “This is the home of Quarter 
Horses and Thoroughbreds and they 
sure do well on our 78 acres of irrigated 
pasture, and if needed we can turn 
them onto land that produces excellent 
dryland pasture

Fame Ranch is owned by H. F. Le 
Sage of Beverly Hills, who moved his 
horses 18 months ago from Canoga Park 
to get from the crowded subdi 
vision problems. He has changed a 
former sheep ranch into a good 50 
horse spread, featuring 24 brood mares, 
and three stallions led by My Sports 
man, and outstanding Palomino Quar 
ter Horse sired by Skipper W

the Palomino line, with horses devel- 
oped out with racing records, trained 
for cow work, and for pleasure use. 
There is at least three Quarter Horses 
and three Thoroughbreds running at 
California race tracks the year around 

About two miles east of Clements is 
a group of three ranches, two featuring 
Shetland ponies and a third a training 
stable. All are on the north, or riverside 
of Highway 12. The first is on the 
gravel pit road along the banks of the 
river. Here, since 1942 Mr. and Mrs 
Carl Vliet have had their Shetland pony 
project. On their 50 acre ranch they 
have 100 head of the little horses, along 
with some beef cattle. They point with 
pride to their prize stallion, 8-year-old 
Little Britches, who takes care of the 
breeding chores along with five other 
stallions 

Bill Watt, another Shetland pony 
breeder, a new arrival on the scene, 
has a fine ranch facing highway 12. 
Adjacent to him, with a fine new all 
metal horse barn that looks down onto 
the highway from a hilltop, is Gregory 
Lougher, who bought 62 acres in May 
1959, and moved his training stables to 
the site from Napa. 

“I was always hemmed in at Napa,’ 
he says. “Here there is a lot of room 
I used to ride for some of the ranches 
in this country and I have always liked 
it. It is easy to get out of to shows, in 
any direction that you may want to 
go.” 

Lougher has 10 horses under training 
and stands two Quarter Horse stallions, 
Seligman Red and Dr. Maverick. 

Four miles east of Clements, Lucas 
Road courses to the left and at the end 
of it, on the banks of the Mokelumne 
River, is Rose Marie Stock Farm, where 
George and Frances Beggs have one of 
the most picturesque ranches in the 

tlire area. Setting in the low land 
along the river the meadows and pas- 
tures are rich for growing the finest 
kind of pastures. 

The white house and pasture fences, 
and red barn and corrals—this is a 400 
head cattle ranch also—are set against 
a backdrop of oaks and other river 
bottom trees, and a line of upland hills 
on the south. 

The Beggs are another Bakersfield 
couple who came north to find a haven 
from the heat and turmoil of the lower 
San Joaquin Valley. They had wanted 
to buy in the Clements area for years, 
but could never find any good property 
for sale. A few months ago they found 
3,000 acres for sale which they con- 
sidered prime land. In short order they 
had their 10 quarter horse brood mares 
on the property and had at standing 
their remarkable stud, Little Sizzler. 

“We are working to bring all our 
broodmares around to one breeding 
line, that of Oklahoma Star Jr.,” says 
Beggs. “We don’t want the largest band 
of mares, but the top band.” 

Breeding at this ranch is at private 
treaty. Sonny Field is the trainer in 
charge, and horses are turned out to 
take part in many shows, and are fea-

To the east on Live Oak Road that 
crosses Jack Tone Road a mile south 
of Orcutts is the newest stables in the 
area. Here Chester Gillespie of Lewis- 
burg, Tennessee, under the banner of 
Green Crest Acres, has taken over the 
cattle ranch of Dr. Don Harrington, a 
fennessee Walking Horse breeder of 
note, and is at present erecting barns 
which will eventually have 42 inside 
stalls.

Rodeo News 


Two major rodeos, with $89,835 prize 
money total, at Houston, Tex., and 
Tucson, Ariz., divided their bonanza 
among cowboys from the southwest and 
west coast, while northwest contestants 
could reach only the outer fringe 
around the winners’ circle 

The ten-day Houston contest, 
$61,044, saw contestants from 
sector dominate the winners’ 
there, while the Arizona rodeo, 
$28,791, handed most of its sum 
to west coast cowboys 

Dale Smith, Chandler, Ariz., topped 
rucson winners with $2,333 won in calf 
roping and team roping, while big Ben 
Reynolds, Melrose, Mont., picked up 
$3,573 at Houston, stepped into the 
lead in seasonal winnings in the sport 
He placed in three events, bareback 
brone riding, bull riding and steer 
wrestling to push his bankroll to the 
$7,295 mark 

Early in the Texas 
riding, John Hawkins, Twain Harte, 
Calif., received a badly fractured leg 
when his mount stepped on him. Paul 
Templeton, San Jose, Calif., finished 
third in the event with $1,235 

Harley May, Oakdale, Calif., was sec 
ond in steer wrestling, pocketing $1,673 
The man who beat him for the ‘60 
national title, Bob A. Robinson, Tuttle, 
Ida., failed to score in the event, but 
finished sixth in saddle bronc riding, 
$172, added $279 in bull riding 

Other northwest cowboys who placed 
in the day monies at Houston included 
Harry Charters, Melba, Ida., $845 in 
steer wrestling; Jim Roeser, Wilder, Ida., 
$396 in bareback bronec riding; Jay T 
Smith, Iona, Ida., $558 bull riding and 
bareback bronc riding. Daryl Hobdey, 
Peck, Ida., finished sixth in the bare 
back riding average for $475 

Dean Oliver, Boise, Ida., defending 
world champion calf roper, remained 
in third place in the ‘61 standings, 
earning only $484 at Houston. The big 
Idahoan who had gone to the front 
again this season after setting a winning 
record of $28,841 last year, slipped fol- 
lowing the recent San Antonio, Tex., 
contest. The lead now is in the hands 
of Sonny Davis, Kenna, N. M., who 
picked up $1,468 at Houston, totals 
$7,090
